Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-18 are allowed. 


Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1,11 and 18 are allowed since there is no prior art teaches a method of 
fabricating a liquid crystal cell for a small size liquid crystal display device comprising 

• preparing an upper substrate having a third and fourth regions, a plurality of 
second cells at the third region, a plurality of second cells composed of color; and 
a plurality of scribe keys at a border between the third and fourth regions; 

• exposing the inspection pads of a lower substrate by scribing; 

• breaking the upper substrate along the scribe keys. 

Claims 2-10, 12-17 and 19-27 are allowed since they depend on the allowed claims.

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Conclusion 

1. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

NAGATA et al. (US 20010045998 A1) disclose an active-matrix substrate 51 is 
provided with a plurality of terminals 61 for a lighting inspection . The active-matrix 
substrate 51 is cut along a division line 62 upon completion of the lighting inspection so 
that the terminals 61 are removed. 

HAYAKAWA et al. (JP410186392A) disclose a liquid crystal panel is a liquid 
crystal display panel, for which the inspecting of signal lines is made to be performed 
by connecting at least either plural video signal wirings or plural scanning signal wirings 
with a common bus wiring 1 by line patterns 14a, whose resistances are not less than 
10 ohms/square and the line patterns 14a are to be cut by laser beams after an 
inspection and the line pattern 14 is made to have a shape having bent parts 20. 

Lee et al. (US 5805246 A) disclose a methods of manufacturing liquid crystal 
display devices with reduced susceptibility to electrostatic discharge faults include 
delaying the removal of an electrostatic shorting bar from a liquid crystal display 
substrate until after a display driver has been electrically coupled to the control lines 
(e.g., data and gate lines) on the display substrate.
